Another thing, don’t keep too many of 
there Inte haiched chickens in ene flock, 
and above all don’t keep a stunted, wizened 
chick among the flock; ail such should have 
their necks wrung. Their weakness will 


| furnish a good point for the attacks of dis- 
case, which will contaminate the heaithy 
| members of the flock. 


In the fall of the year good results can be 
got by putting a few crystals of copperas 
| (sulphate of iron,) in their driuking water.

.! device has just been patented noun’ 
to be used in alli a length 
fire hose. Wies rn carried in the hose 
and insulated therefrom so that by making 
battery connections a fireman from one end 
of a line can send signals to the other with- 
out leaving his post. 

A new socket for incandescent lamps has 
beea brought out which is flexible and will 
admit of the lamp globe being turned in 
one direction or another, A spring coil 
forms one of the connections to the lamp 
base, and takes the place of the thread on 
the regular socket. Another novelty about 
the spring is a sharp point on the end which 

vents unauthorized persons from remov- 
ing the lamp by pressing open the spring 
and allows only a carrying a cover 
for this point to tamper with the socket. 


Thirty miles of underground electric rail- 
way similar to the City and South London 
Line bas been pr for Berlin at an es- 
timated expense of $10,000,000. The plana 
describe two central power stations, sup- 
plying current at 500 vclts to forty-eight 
trains, each with its own locomotive, car- 
rying in all 144 carriages at one time. It 
is proposed to run these trains at three- 
minute intervals, a little over half a mile 
apart, and ata fare of two and a half cents 
it is estimated that the traffic will be about 
five persona per car mile. 

A new building in Denver, intended to 
accommodate twenty light manufacturing 
concerns, has been wired and equipped 
throughout for the distribution of power 
to the different tenants by means of elec- 
trieity. 

The automatic telephone exchange, of 
which mention was made some time azo, is 
to receive its initial trial at La Porte, Ind.,

A writer in the Ironmonger expresses the 
opinion that steel is liable to be changed 
tue action of time, unaided by any e 
mechanical, or chemical influence, and, in 
“u of his view that time alone appears 
to be sufficient to produce these he 
cites several examples of failures which have 
occurred Withia his own experience, some 
flat steel plates cracking spcataneously, and 
others on being tested by ing. Mention 
is made of numerous boiler plates that crack- 
ed after the boilers had been at work for 
years, and weeks after the steam pressure 
had been reduced and the water run out, 
end this too, in face of every boiler being 
tested to double its working pressure when 
new. Another instance is the cracking of 
hardened armor-piercing steel several 
months after their delivery to purchasers, 
this being attributed to the after effects of 
the hardening process—though, if indepen- 
dent of time, the sheils ought to crack during 
the operation or not at all. Such peculiar- 
ities are presumed to be caused chiefly by 
the unequal! tension of the metal, whether 
due tothe process of oi) hardening or to 
some other fact. It is well known that some 
cutlery manufacturers prefer to keep their 
cast-steel ingots two or three years before 
working them up, their experience demon- 
strating that the steel 1s thereby improve:l.

Photographing Bullets. 

It is no news that cannon balls end bullets 
can be photographed as they dart through 
the air,but Professor C.V. Boys has recently 
made some experiments in photographing 
flying bullets that cast new light upon their 
motion,and their effect upor. the air through 
which they pasa. 

Professor Rage fires the bullet through a 
box lined with black cloth, and so arranged 
that the passing builet ptself completes an 
électyre circuit and causes a flash of light in 
the box, which, though lasting only one 
millionth of a second suilices to imprint a 
photograph of the bullet on a sensitized
